As  you  will  see  from  the  statistics  the  health  of  the 
community  has  been  satisfactory  and  compares  well  with  the 
rest  of  the  country. 

There  was  a  fairly  widespread  Influenza  epidemic  in 
the  town  which  affected  many  families  but  fortunately  the 
effects  were  not  particularly  severe  in  the  majority  of  cases* 

A  major^step  forward  came  with  the  arrival  of  limited 
supplies  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  and  a  stairtt  was  made  in  the 
immunisation  campaign.  I  am  pleased  to  say  this  has 
proceeded  rapidly  as  supplies  became  more  abundant. 

The  other  services  dealt  with  by  your  health 
department  have  all  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  I  would  like 
to  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their  efforts. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  in  my  endeavour.

Mx.  Cheirman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  tenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Environmental  Health  Services  of  the  Urban  District  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1957. 

The  work  of  the  department  during  the  year  has  continued 
with  the  emphasis  on  Housing  and  Food  Hygiene.  Not  as  much  of 
the  housing  programme  was  dealt  with  as  is  necessary  to  maintain 
the  progress  indicated  by  the  Council’s  decision  to  deal  with 
their  housing  programme  in  7  years.  The  intention  to  develop 
the  Boston  Road  Estate  which  will  provide  for  88  houses  will 
enable  sufficient  unfit  houses  to  be  dealt  with  to,  I  hope, 
bring  progress  up  to  date.  ' 

The  last  houses  on  the  Gypsy  Lane  Estate  became  available 
for  letting  during  the  year,  the  majority  of  the  houses  being 
allocated  to  those  on  the  v^aiting  list. 

I  have  once  again  had  little  trouble  with  the  food 
traders  of  the  town  and  generally  speaking  there  is  a  continued 
desire  to  serve  the  public  in  a  hygienic  manner.  Nevertheless 
there  remains  the  need  for  constant  improvement. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  support  and  my 
fellow  Officers,  in  particular  those  in  my  own  department  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

HOUSING 


Council  Housing. 

During  1957  the  Gypsy  Lane  Estate  was  completed  by  the 
erection  of  25  houses  in  Rhodes  Avenue.  There  were  in  addition 
available  for  lotting  13  houses  which  becane  vacant  on  existing 
Estates,  There  were  therefore  38  families  rehoused  during  the 
■„ear.  Of  these  9  were  from  unfit  houses. 

The  Council  considered  sites  for  the  erection  of  further 
Council  Houses  and  proceeded  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of 
land  on  Boston  Road,  By  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  were 
at  an  advanced  stage  and  a  provisional  layout  had  been  agreed  by 
the  Council.  This  provisional  layout  provided  for  an 
increased  proportion  of  bungalows. 

Maintonnnce  of  the  Council’s  houses  has  proceeded 
satisfactorily.  The  fact  that  the  bricklayer  was  unable  to 
cope  with  all  the  work  that  falls  to  this  trade  was  again  over¬ 
come  by  employing  outside  contractors  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  no  long  outstanding  work  was  on  hand.  The  policy  of 
carrying  out  repairs,  the  degree  of  which  proved  to  be 
improvements  has  continued  and  a  further  number  of  such  items  as 
damp  floors  have  been  dealt  with.  It  is  gratifying  to  remind 
the  Council  that  the  cost  of  carrying  out  repairs  is  still  less 
than  the  income  received  from  tenants  repairs  fund  contributions. 
Since  in  half  of  the  houses  this  is  the  statutory  minimum  of  £8, 
this  would  appear  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  position. 

Private  Housing. 

Only  two  private  houses  were  completed  during  1957. 

The  Council  has  in  mind  making  available  frontage  land  in  Boston 
Road  for  private  building. 

Unfit  Housing. 

Nothing  like  as  much  progress  was  made  during  the  year 
in  dealing  with  unfit  houses  as  would  seem  desirable.  A 
number  of  factors  contributed  to  this,  not  the  least  of  which  is 
the  fact  that  the  Council  Housing  side  of  my  duties  has 

increased,  and  thav  there  will  ineviti.  bly  be  a  long  period 

between  the  completion  of  the  Gypsy  Lane  Estate  and  the  first 

houses  becoming  available  on  Boston  Road.  It  has  always  been 

my  policy  to  endeavour  to  tie  up  as  nearly  as  possible  the  date 
of  confirmation  of  Clearance  Orders  with  the  availability  of  new 
houses  for  the  families  displaced. 

Nevertheless  during  the  year  numbers  1-9  Claremont 
Place  were  dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act, 

1936,  number  1  being  demolished  and  an  undertaking  accepted 
with  regard  to  the  future  of  the  remainder.  In  addition 
Feneley’s  Holding  an  unoccupied  house  was  demolished.  A 
Demolition  Order  was  made  in  respe:.t  of  No.  6,  Hill’s  Court  and 
an  undertaking  as  to  th2  uso  of  the  Hermitage,  West  Banks  for 
storage  purposes  only  was  received.  Licences  to  occupy  10,11, 

12 , ^ Church  Lane  houses  included  in  a  pre-war  Clearance  Order 
expired  in  July,  two  of  the  tenants  were  rehoused  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  the  third  awaited  a  suitable  house,  their  demolition 
will  take  place  early  in  1958.

MEAT  AND  OlHER  FOODS 


Public  Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 


The  Council  has  continued  to  maintain  two  slaughter¬ 
houses  as  Public  Slaughterhouses.  The  facilities  provided  for 

using  the  premises  have  been  adequate  in  spite  of 

®  difficulties.  This  difficulty  was  being  overcome  by 

the  end  of  the  year. 

Since  no  indication  of  the  Government’s  policy  with 
regard  to  the  future  of  slaughterhouses  of  the  standards  which 
will ^ be  required  were  received  during  the  year,  no  progress  was 
possible  with  regard  to  a  review  of  slaughterhouse  facilities. 

It^has  again  been  possible  to  carry  out  one  hundred  per 
cent  meat  inspection  in  spite  of  continued  slaughtering  at  late 
hours  especially  on  Mondays,  a  practice  v;hich  it  seems 
impossible  to  avoid. 


The  amount^ of  meat  condemned  during  the  year  was  5  tons 
5  cwt .  1  st.  ^  This  was  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  cattle  affected  by 
Cys ticercosis  the  figure  being  2.435^0.  There  continues  to  be 
a  fall ^in^ the  overall  number  of  cattle  affected  by  Tuberculosis.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  proposed  water  main  extension  to  Holdingham  reached  the 
stage  of  tenders  having  been  accepted  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  proposal  finally  adopted  was  for  4"  main  to  be  laid  throughout 
the  distance  of  the  extension.  No  other  alterations  in  the 
water  service  of  the  area  were  considered  during  the  year. 

The  source  of  the  Council's  supply  has  been  adequate  and  of  a 
good  quality,  as  the  results  of  chemical  and  bactoriologica] 
analysis  which  follow  show. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SE^'IER^^GE 

The  second  stage  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  was 
completed  early  in  the  year.  It  was  fairly  apparent  that  the 
amount  of  sewage  arriving  at  the  works  as  a  dry  weather  flow  was 
far  in^e-: cess  of  the  original  estimate.  This  is  largely  attributed 
to  infiltration.  The  res 'It  has  been  difficulty  in  coping  v;ith  dry 
weather  flO\/vs  at  the  works.  Some  modifications  eased  this  situation. 

It  was  also  found  that  difficulties  arose  in  drying  sludge, 
again^some  modification  of  the  beds  slightly  improved  the  position, 
but,  it  was  apparent  that  the  provision  made  could  never  be  entirely 
satisfactory  to  cope  with  the  problem.  The  Council's  Consulting 
Engineer  has  therefore  recommended  the  extension  of  the  present"^ 
sludge  drying  beds.  Modification  of  the  sludge  pumping  arrangements 
from^the  humus  tanks  was  also  found  to  be  necessary.  The  absence  of 
hotritus  chambers  has  led  to  difficulty  in  de— sli’dging  the  balanc 
tank  and  modification  by  the  provision  of  a  grit  channel  in  this 
tank  was  also  recommended  by  the  Council's  Consultants. 

The  laying  of  the  new  sewer  from  the  Sleaford  V/ood  section  was 
completed  during  the  year. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Refuse  Disposal  Services  duriro- 
the  year. 


MOVABLE  DUELLINGS 


The  problem  of  itin3r’'nt  caravan  dwellers  who  are  largely 
employed  as  dealers  continued  during  the  year.  In  an  effort  to 
minimze  the  trouble,  licences  Y^ere  issued  to  7  persons  to 
station  vans  on  sites  in  the  area  during  the  year.  Whilst  this  ma;,' 
not  be  the  most  satisfactory  v»;ay  of  d'.aling  with  the  problem  it  does 
serve  to  ensure  that  vans  occupy  reasc’''.able  sites  with  at  least  a 
ninimum  of  facilities  and  with  some  coi.orol  over  their  site  hygiene. 

Discussions  were  inform^y  held  with  the  owner  of  land  adjoining 
Claremont  Place,  regarding  the  provision  of  a  caravan  site  on  \.hat 
originally  were  the  gardens  to  Claremont  Place.  Provisional 
approval  was  given  to  proposals  submitted  for  the  development  of  the 
land  as  a  caravan  site  for  residential  and  casual  use.

RODENT  CONTROL

The  Council  has  continued  to  employ  the  Rodent  Operator 
whose  services  are  available  full  time  if  necessary.  Since  the 
^ount  of  work  fluctuates,  the  Operator  carries  out  other  duties 
p  the  Department.  Since  prompt  attention  can  be  given  to  all 

is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  major  infestations 
were  found  dicing  the  year.  The  number  of  minor  infestations 
remains  fairly  static  and  it  seems  unlikely  that  this  number  will 

be  reduced.  This  in  itself  is  sufficient  evidence  to 
support  the  need  for  vigilance  in  regard  to  Rodent  Control. 

Clearly  neglect  of  these  small  infestations  would  bring  about  a 
rapid  increase  in  the  rat  population  of  the  district. 

•  ^  Tbe  Council’s  sewers  received  two  treatments,  the  degree  of 
infestation  being  apparently  about  average  and  located  in  the 
same  areas  as  in  previous  years.
